| “First: Severe fighting to the northeast of Ypres. still 
vontinues, the general situation remaining unchanged, Our

‘This extension weakened our line for a time and, after a 
very gallant resistance by the Canadians against superior num 
bers, St. Jubea was captured by the enemy.
